ever since national prohibition as a 
w ar m easure went into effect 
on 
July 1, 1919. 
Ever since Orange 
county and Santa Ana w ent dry the 
business has been fraught with dif­ 
ficulties and dangers. 
In previous 
years federal authorities have not 
been interested in securing convic­ 
tions for infractions of county and 
city prohibition laws. 
Federal au­ 
thorities w ere interested in getting 
a license tax of $25 a year, or w hat­ 
ever the am ount m ight be, from the 
liquor dealer, and there their ac­ 
tivities ended. 
D ifferent Proposition 
“It is a different proposition now," 
said City M arshal Jernigan. 
“The 
m an M artinez th at we arrested here 
a few days ago is being prosecuted 
by federal authorities in Los An­ 
geles. 
The case 
was worked 
up 
here. The m an was selling wine at 
$3.50 a quart. I told the federal of­ 
ficials in Los Angeles th at 
they 
could depend on local officials 
in 
Santa Ana to help them enforce the 
national prohibition regulations, and 
th at we would do a lot better 
in 
helping them than they had been 
in helping us before prohibition be­ 
cam e a national regulation.” 
“There is very, very little liquor 
being sold in Orange county now,” 
said Sheriff Jackson.

High Prices Asked 
“I have reports of sales of whis­ 
key having been made at from $12 
to $16 a quart. These reports have 
not been official, but rath er of the 
kind not definite enough to tie to 
for prosecutions. The sales are very 
few in num ber. I’d say right now 
there is not ten per cent as much 
blind-pigging going on as there was 
a year ago. 
“I have been told by a num ber of 
m en who have been used to drink­ 
ing that they are afraid to buy the 
stuff that they have a chance to 
buy occasionally. 
That stuff will 
pretty near kill at forty yards. They 
say that nearly all of the bootleg 
whiskey th at is available is 
vile 
stuff, and m ighty little of it to be 
had at that. 
“W ith the activity th at will come 
through federal agents after Janu­

16, there will 
be less

pigging than ever before. It has not
